WASHINGTON, Fob, ll.^-Develop- 


nient of Germany's long deferred oi 
tensive In the wtst from tho recon 
naitering thrusts launched during th< 
past week around Cambrai and at oth 
er points Is suggested as a possibility 
in the weekly military review issue: 
last night by the war department.

The review tells of the torpedoing 


of the liner Tuscania, which carriec 
more than 2100 American soldiers inci 
attribujejf^the relatively small loss of 
life, estimated at about 113 men, to the 
fine discipline of the soldiers and ef- 
ficiency of those in command.

5. By special. privilege of the holy 


see, working people and their families 
are obliged to. abstain from meat only 
on Ash Wednesday, Friday and holy 
Saturday forenoon. On. all other days 
those of the family who are obliged to 
fast may eat meat at their principal 
meal; those, not obliged to fast may 
eat meat at any of their meals. 


6. The use of meat arid fish at the 


same meal is no longer forbidden. 


7. Those who are dispensed from fast- 
ing or abstinence during Lent should 
practice self-denial

way;

OUR CHARTER AND OTHERS 
The legislative committee on cities 


has 
favorably 
reported 
a bill 
to 


amend the new city charter of the 
city of Lynn, so that every order, 
ordinance, resolution or vote of the 
city council relative to the aHairs of 
the city, excepting the election of 
officers shall be submitted to the 
mayor for'approval.

tween theoretical and actual equality 
ia reveriod to, and here it is thown 
that the courts havo'^radually: adopted 
a. more liberal policy of interpretation, 
and that, especially since tho begin- 
ning1 of the present century, decisions 
have to a much greater extent recog- 
nized the propriety of the regulation by 
the legislatures of""labor contracts in 
the interest of the employe. Recent 
decisions of the supreme court in the 
case upholding the Adamson law and 
the Oregon 10-hour and minimum wage 
laws "evidence a clear perception of 
the rights of the employer, the 
em- 


ploye and the public. A new basis for 
the legal interpretation of social leg- 
islation is being constructed that will 
keep in view the mutual interests of 
the individual and of society." 


It is pointed out that should there be 


a reaction from the movement toward 
public control 
of 
wage 
conditions, 


which i^ not considered probable, the 
result would Be a strengthening of the 
labor organisations and such' a s,trus- 
g-le on their part to enforce more fa- 
vorable conditions as would make the 
unions themselves a factor in the na- 
tion's life "affected with a public in- 
terest." This, the author points out, 
would eventuate in "a degree of public 
control over the labor contract quite ab 
great as that we may see by direct r 
ulation through the legislature and the 
courts." At any rate, in his opinion. 
"The old freedom of contract is a con- 
cept which in its extreme form 
will 


piove but a passing phase in .our con- 
stitutional ihterpreration."

Adamson railroad 3-hour law and th 
supreme court decision upon it.

second class, "period of payment," nat 
urally suggests as sub-heads weekly 
biweekly and monthly payments.

third class, "mode of wag'e payment,* 
refers to the prohibition of payment 
scrip or orders redeemable in goods 
v/hich made possible the evils of thi 
company store, and to the closely re 
U'.tccl requirement, of payment in lav/ 
ful money. The final class, "restric 
tions 
hi 
the 
employment contract,' 


covers 
those as 
to payment to dis- 


charged and diseased employes; deduc- 
,tions 
from 
wages, as for 
imperfeci 


work; refusal to pay wages, or reduc- 
tion of the rate without notice; place ot 
payment; weighing" and 
screening- 


coal in mines, where payment is by the 
ton mined; and, on the other hand, re- 
payment to employers of advances 
contracts for the performance of ser- 
vices—a class of laws some of which, 
if upheld and enforced, might have re- 
sulted in virtual slavery for the debt- 
ors. With reference to each class tho 
laws of foreign countries, particularly 
England, are reviewed, then thoso ot 
the United. States, with special atten- 
tion to tho decisions of courts as to 
constitutionality 
and 
construction, 


decisions are tabulated and sum- 


marized. 


Previous to the consideration of tho 


laws in detail, the labor contract 
taken up from the standpoint of free- 
dom of contract and. its limitations and 
restrictions.

On October 2 last, Mrs. Tiffany ar- 


rived at the railroad center, "some- 
where" behind the. French front. Four 
railroads converged there, she found, 
•i 
and more than 3,000 men a day stop- 
ped over at the station for refresh- 
ments, 
which 
were 
procurable 
in 


liquid form only. There were no oth- 
er facilities for their comfort 


"1 wish you could see our little vil- 


lage, so tiny and primitive,—one long 


i ^-street ..winding up. a' hill with the big 


junction railroad station" at the bottom 
and the church at the top; 
and 
a 


stream, winding under a bridge half 
way up. a stream 
which 
allows 


the inevitable 
laundry to go on." 


Mrs. Tiffany 
wrote: "It, is 
pictur- 


esque as 
all 
French 
villages 
go, 


but rather too poor for • beauty 
and 


there are no gardens at all, which is 
strange." 


Less than a month later, November 


13, to be exact, Mrs. Tiffany told of 
tlie progress achieved in establishing 
tho canteen. A rough addition had 
•been added to the station, and dormi- 
tory and a recreation room had been 
completed while a reception room to 
accommodate 1,000 men was in course 
|] of construction. 


"We have red and white oilcloth on 


.the table, red' glass carafes, and tur- 
key-red window curtains, and always 
flowers on the counter of the recrea- 
tion, room." Mrs. Tiffany wrote. It is 
the gayest, brightest room you ever 
saw. However, it only holds 120 men. 
Our big room is to have a huge kitch- 
en and seats for over a thousand men. 
r 
"The dormitories are wonderful. I 


never was so proud of anything be- 
fore- Two hundred canvas stretchers 
for beds. \Ve have a .splendid fumi- 


. gating plant and an incinerator and 


the place Is a model of cleanliness. 


"All the men take off their wet and 


dirty boots, anod we have good felt 
slippers for them. There are two big 
stoves in the.-room,-two woolen -blank- 
ets for. each, an orderly who wakes 
the men for their trains, good shower 
baths and wash rooms. Altogether, 
when the big room is finished, I hon- 
estly think it will be a model of. what 
it should be. 


"Last year the men slept in the 


road!" 


"However, the speedy 
transforma- 


tion was not effected without the ex- 
penditure of great effort. 
Mrs. Tiffa- 


ny summed it up by saying: 


"Everything is going awfully well 


and the whole unit has been fine. No 
one should come for this work who Is 
not as strong" as a horse and Indiffer- 
ent to cold and fatigue. It is terribly 
hard. The good it does is enormous, 
however, and more than repays one. 
You..never saw. anything like the ap- 
preciation and gratitude for the food 


dow and then pass on to the counter 
where the food is served. Of course 
they are always in a tearing 
hurry 


and push and shove each other as if 
they were going to get left if 
they 


didn't. But there is no reason for it, 
because they don't come In for meals 
unless they have at least an hour and 
usually they have a wait of 
three 


hours. But that makes no difference. 
They act as if they had one minute in 
which to get and eat their food. But 
all are good-natured, and if the regu- 
lar food gives out, they will cheerfully 
accept any substitute. 


"At 11.55 comes the big 
platform 


service, which lasts about an hour. It 
was the one thing I dreaded 
before 


coming, but far from minding it now. 
I enjoy it. It certainly is amusing and 
though on a cold or windy night it is 
rather trying, you feel that you are so 
much more use, just because it is BO 
cold and disagreeable. 


"Well, this crowd keeps on till after 


two, when we have our second plat- 
form service, but if the first train in 
this case is late the canteen 
is 
full 


until 4.30 as the men" won't trust 
themselves to sleep in the dormitory 
when they have only an hour or two 
to wait 


"Then we get the dishes washed, 


the table wiped off and the marmites 
scoured and at three or 
four 
our 


French volunteers leave us. The cook 
stays until six when the day 
cook 


comes on duty. At that time the day 
scrubwoman comes and also one or 
two French volunteers, who stay un- 
til eight and-help with the breakfast 
rush and cleaning up. We have to 
have the soup and the ragout stalled 
and fresh coffee and cocoa ready to 
serve at 6.30 or 7 but the scrubbing 
of floors comes in the day shift—the 
one that works from seven to three. 
And for us, at seven the night is over." 


"It has been very hard up to now; 


but we are all very fit and well. Four- 
teen or sixteen hours at a shift have 
not been at all unusual, but 
twelve 


hours are habitual to me, but it has 
been'so.very well worth while. Can 
you imagine feeding an 
average, of 


3,000 men a day, a shifting population, 
infantry, cavalry, artillery, 
marines, 
chasseurs Alpins, engineers, 
Turcos, 


Egyptians, 
Senegalese, 
and 
today 


about 500 Annamites?" 


Mrs. Tiffany writing one letter is 


interrupted by the arrival of a train- 
load of wounded. At the conclusion 
of her duties she resumed her letter: 


"Four hours I have just come back 


from the canteen. Sucli an afternoon! 
A great train of seriously wounded, 
which is tiring, as one has to climb 
in all the carriages. The men adore 
cocoa. 
We get 
into, the sanitary 


trains and begin with the men who 
are well enough to sit up and handle 
tin cups, and afterwards those who 
are too ill to lift their heads or use 
their hands. Those, of course, we have 
to lift and feed ourselves; as there are 
usually between two and. three hun- 
dred men in a train you can see one 
has to work quickly to get through. 


"This work is hard and takes a real 


vision and inspiration to keep on day 
after day. 


"I have personally dressed and ban- 


daged the frozen feet of 23 Sinagalese. 
in the laat ten days, great huge blacks. 


other things, are directing batteries of 
artillery or commanding companies of 
Infantry, or zipping: around through tho 
air In fighting planes. 
Most of them 


were densely ignorant a year ago of 
tho things they are now doing with 
confidence, assurance, skill. They ac 
quired their new knowledge and cun- 
ning by the hardest kind ot work in 
training camps. 


There -are today many thousands ot 


husky high school boys, from 15 to 21 
years of age, who knew no more about 
plowing or hoeine or handling a team 
of farm horses than their elder broth- 
ers knew a year ago about machine 
suns and gas masks. But It has been 
shown that training* camps can teach 
the technicalities of farming as well as 
the technicalities of soldiering. And if 
the first transformation can be affected 
by military training camps, is 
there 


any reason wh'y another great army 
o! a very different type, cannot also b'e 
supplied — in 
part 
at 
least— by the 
training camp plan! 


We must have farm labor in order 


to increase rood production, 
and 
we 


must increase food production in order 
to. win the war. 
And yet, war condi- 


tions have caused a shortage of skilled 
farm labor. 
Obviously one of the 


things to do is to train as much new 
farm labor as possible. As a result ot 
such reasoning and conclusion, boys' 
farm training camps came into exist- 
ence last spring, just after we entered 
the war. 
They sprang into being si- 


multaneously in various parta ot the 
country, but were most numerous in 
the Eastern and New England states, 
where the farm labor shortage 
was 


very pronounced — munitions plants and 
war industries having 
attracted by 


higher wages, many workers who had 
formerly been available 
for 
agricul- 
tural work,

mendations of President Wilson's me- 
diation commission which has 
just 


finished a survey of the labor unrest 
west of the Mississippi river, which 
the government considered roost men- 
acing to successful prosecution of the 
war. 
In return for this, the commission 


holds, labor should 
"surrender 
all 


practices which tend to restrict maxi- 
mum efficiency," when it is assured of 
sound conditions and effective means 
for Just redress of grievances. 


The commission headed by Secretary 


Wilson of the department of 
labor, 


went west principally to look into the 
copper strikes in the Arizona district 
and the L W. W. activities in the lum- 
ber districts of the Pacific northwest 
It Included in its investigation, how- 
erer, the dispute in the California oil 
fields, the threatened strike of Pacific 
Coast Telephone operators the threat- 
ened strike of packing house workers 
in Chicago, and the street railway 
trouble in Minneapolis and St. Paul. 


Generally, the commission found that 


uncorrected specific evils and the ab- 
sence of a healthy spirit between cap- 
ital and labor, due partly to the evils 
mentioned arid partly to "an unsound 
industrial structure" were the main 
.causes of the 
industrial 
difficulties 


arising since the war began. The com- 
mission says that while "sinister in- 
fluences and extremist doctrine"' have 
availed themselves of those conditions, 
they have not created them. 
"The overwhelming mass of the lab- 


oring population is in no 
loyal" says the report. 
Meaju of Correction 


sense dis- 


A means of correction suggested by 


the causes of . the unrest itself, 
commission outlines as follows: 


the 


"1—The elimination to the ulmost 


practical extent of all 
profiteering 


-during the'period of the war is a pre- 
requisite to the best morale in indus- 
try."2—Modern large-scale industry has 
effectually destrpyed the personal re- 
lation between employer and employee 
—the 
knowledge 
and 
co-operation 
that come from personal contact. 
It 


is therefore no longer possible to con- 
duct industry with employees as in- 
dividuals. Some form of collective re- 
lationship between management and 
men is Indispensable. 
The recogni- 


tion of this principle .by the govern- 


ment should form an accepted part ol 
the labor- policy of the nation. 
"3—Law, io business as elsewhere, 


depends for its vitality upon steady 
enforcement. 
Instead of waiting for 


an adjustment after grievances come 
to the surface there 
in 
needed 
the 


establishment of continuous adminis- 
trative machinery for .the disposition 
of Industrial issues and the avoidance 
of an atmosphere of contention and 
the waste of disturbances. 
"4—The eight-hour day is an estab- 


lished policy of the country; experi- 
ence ha* proved justification of the 
principle also in war times 
Provision 


must of course 
be 
made for longer 


hours in case of emergencies. 
Labor 


will readily meet this requirement if 
its misuse Is guarded against by ap- 
propriate overtime payments. 


"5—Unified 
direction of tho labor 


administration of the 
United States 


for the period of the war shpuld be 
established. 
At present there Is an 
unrelated number 
of separate com- 


mittees, boards, agencies, and depart- 
ments having fragmentary and con- 
flicting jurisdiction over the 
labor 


problems raised by the war. 
A Gin- 


Ele-headed administration Is needed, 
with- full power to determine and es- 
tablish the necessary 
administrative 


structure. 
"6—When assured of sound labor 


conditions and effective means for .the 
just redress 
arise, labor 
render all practices which tend to re- 
strict maximum efficiency. 
"1—Uncorrected evils are the great- 


est provocative extremist propaganda, 
and their correction in itself iiouM 
be the best counter-propaganda. 
But 


there 
la 
need for more affirmative 


education. 
There has been too little 


publicity of an educative sort In re- 
gard to labor'f relations to the war. 
The purposes of the government and 
the methods by which it is pursuing 
them should be brought home to the 
fuller understanding of labor. 
Labor 


has most at stake in this war, and i» 
will eagerly devote its all if only it 
be treated-with confidence and under- 
standing, .subject neither to 
indul- 


gence nor 'neglect, hut dealt with as 
a part of the citizenship ol the state." 


"Heal Canae" of Unrest 


At length the commission records 


its search for the "real cause" of the 
labor unrest and comes to these con- 
clusions: 
"The conclusion cannot be escaped 


that the available man power of the 
nation, serving as the industrial arm 


of grievances that 
in its turn should 


may 
sur-

occasion for new disturbing factors. 


"Among 
the 
causes 
of 
unrest, 


familiar to students of industry, the 
following stand out with special sig- 
nificance to the" Industrial 
needs of 


"Broadly speaking, American indus- 


try lacks a healthy basis of relation- 
ship between management aud men. 
At bottom this is due to tho Insist- 
ence 
by 
employers upon individual 


dealings 
with 
their men. Direct 


dealings 
with 
employees' organiza- 


tions is still the minority rule in the 
United States. In the majority of in 
stances there is no joint dealing, and 
in too many instances employers are 
in active opposition to labor organiza- 
tions. 
This 
failure to equalize the 
parties in adjustments of inevitable 
ndustrlal contests 
is 
the 
centra] 


cause of our difficulties. 
There is a 


commendable spirit throughout 
the 


country to correct specific evils. The 
'eaders in industry must go further, 
.hey must help to correctHho state of 
mind on the part of labor; they must 
aim for the frelease of normal feelings 
by enabling labor to take its place as 
a co-operator in the industrial enter- 
>rise. In a word, a conscious attempt 
must be made 
to 
generate a new 
spirit in Industry.

due to the absence 
of disinterested 
rocesses to which resort may be had 
or peaceful settlement.

comes too ready an outlet. We need

knowledge on the part of capital as 
:o labor's feelings and needs and on 
;he part of labor as to problems of 
management. This is due primarily 
o a lack of collective negotiation as 
the normal process of industry 
In 


addition there is but little realization 
on the part of industry that the so- 
called labor problem demands not only 
occasional attention 
but 
continuous 


and systematic responsibility, as much 
so as the technical or financial aspects 
of industry. 


"Certain specific 
grievances, when 


long uncorrected, not only mean def- 
inite hardships; they serve as symbols 
of the attitude or employers and thus 
affect the underlying spirit. 
Houis 


and wages are, of course, mostly an 
issue. On the whole, wage increases 
are asked for mostly in order to meet 
the increased cost of living", and such 
demands should be met in the light 
of their economic causes. 
Again, the 


demand for the eight-hour day ia na- 
tion-wide, for the -workers regard it 
as expressive of an accepted national 
policy.

"Repressive dealing with manifes- 


tations of labor unrest is tho source 
of much bitterness, turns radical lead- 
ers into martyrs and thus increases 
their following, and worst of alJ, in 
the minds of workers tends to impli- 
cate the government as a partisan ir.

T~13 problem 


a delicate one. There is no doubt, 


'lowever, that the Bisbee and Jerome 
deportations, the Everett incident, the 
L'lttle hanging-, and similar acts of 
violence against workers have had a 
very harmful effect upon labor both in 
the United Sta-tea and in some of the 
allied countries- Such Incidents are 
attempts to deal with symptoms rath- 
er than causes. The I.TV.W. has exer- 
cised its strongest hold in those In- 
dustries and communities where em- 
ployers have moat resisted the trade- 
inion movement and where some form 
of protest against unjust treatment 
was inevitable. 


"The derangement of our labor sup- 


ply is one of the great evils in indus- 
try. 
The shockingly large amount of 


labor turnover and the phenomenon 
migratory labor means an enormous 
economic waste and involves rui even 
greater social cost. 
These are evils 


which flow from grievances inch 
those we have set 
forth; they i 
accentuated by uncontrolled instabil- 
ity of employment. 
Finally, we have 


failed in the full use and wise direc- 
tion of our labor supply, falsely, called 
"labor shortage," because we have 
failed to establish a vigorous and com- 
petent ay stem of 
labor distribution. 


However, means and added resources 
have been recently provided for a bet- 
ter grappling- with this problem. 
"It is, then, to uncorrected specific 


evils and the absence of _ a healthy 
spirit between capital and labor, du« 
partly to these evils and partly Io an 
unsound industrial structure, that we 
must attribute industrial 
difficulties 


which we have experienced during' the 
war. 
Sinister Influence and extremist 


doctrine may have availed themselves 
of these conditions, they certainly have 
not created them.

devoted to the purposes of the

ernmeut in the prosecution of this war 
as any other part of society. If la- 
bor's enthusiasm is less vocal, and Us 
feelings here and there tepid, we will 
find the explanation In some of the 
conditions of the industrial environ- 
ment in which labor 
Is 
placed and 


which in many instances is its nearest 
contact with the activities of the war. 


Must Prevent Preflteerfnc 


"Too often there is a glaring incon- 
sistency between our democratic pur- 
poses In this war abroad and the au-

Dr. Pauline Root of New York, rep- 


resenting the War Work council of the 
T.W.C.A., and Juieut. 
Albert I^eavitt, 


chaplain of the 302nd Light Field Ar- 
tillery, now stationed at Camp Deveus, 
addressed the Girls' Patriotic league at 
Associate hall yesterday atfernoon. The 
meeting: was held under tho auspices of 
tho National War Work council of the 
Y.W.C.A. and the patriotic league, com- 
mittee of the public safety committee. 
Music was furnished by the Titania or- 
chestra. 


Robert F. Harden-, representing the 


comtnittce on public safety, presided 
and introduced the speakers. 
Durin. 


the course of his remarks he. said that 
we are doing now the thing's that we 
always should have done but- that wo 
never would/have done but Tor the war. 
pr. Root said that a year ago at this 


time we were a ,£of t people, an indul- 
gent people. 
We cared more for uillc 


stockings and the kind of hats we *rore 
and the bits of jewelry we had than we 
cared for humanity, the mose of us, 
"What has happened since then? Many 
things have happened; but just leav- 
ing the government aside, what have 
the women done? There is a National 
Council of Defense, but the war coun-- 
cil of thft national T.W.C.A. is what wa 
have spoken, of here this afternoon. In 
the short time that we have been at war, 
those women have established many 
hostess houses at array camps, giving 
hospitality to the soldiers, where they 
can meet tbelr mothers, wives, sister1 
and sweethearts, and where they can 
yet some cooking once in a while. 


Women and girls, she said, arc be- 


coming much more sensible in regard 


their clothes. In New 
York city 


•many of the fashionable -women now 
dress in the simplest kiud of garments, 
if the working girls who want to holp 
during tho .war could see those women, 
they would want to follow their exam- 
ple. 
Today it is a rare tiling In New 


York city to hear of a great entertain 
inent where there is much to eat; and it 
if the same in other largo cities. (Hoo 
veriaing—to save for our soldiers—has 
become the fashion.) 


Our soldiery, the speaker said, are 111 


\ he lirst battle lint'. 
Ke2;t come the 


women who are going into new liaea of 
v/ork for the government. 
The third 


line is composed of the 
women 
and 


girls—especially the 
young- girls—of 


tho countrj'. 


Our government has said that our 


troops must be courteous, kind and 
chivalrous, and they are. We have a 
clean bunch of soldier boys,, because 
our 
government has 
looked out for 


that. You girls can help the govern 
ment by thu same kind of loyalty and 
patriotism that the government is ask- 
ing of tbe men. 


Lieut. .Leavitt, referring to the song, 


"The Two Grenadiers," sung by Private 
Gustafson, said: "The beautiful thins 
for us—for you—is that there is 
choice now between your 
horn*4 
and 


your country, because 
your 
home is 


your country. Those that are across— 
that are crossing—are there because o 
their home, and you who are at home 
are there. If you are not there, then 
get there as soon as you can, with all 
your heart and soul. 


"We who are wearing the khaki are 


not making any more sacrifices than we 
v/ere before. We stand up a lltt'e more 
straightly, and in our regimentals we 
may look a little better than in mufti; 
hut we are the same men. The differ- 
ence is that our ideals are being looked 
at i n broader terms. 
We do not look 


upon ourselvea as heroes; we do not 
ask you to so look upon us. What we 
want to know in, when the long last 
battle comes, will you be there with all 
that you have got! 
We are going out, 


OTCI- there,,to live. We realize that it 
in tho biggest thing that has come to 
us in all our lives. We do not say that 
wo are making sacrifices. We are re- 
ceiving privileges, we are doing our 
duty, and we are proud to be of service 
And you, in your hearts, must never 
speak of sacrifices. 
You are sending 


your young men over there to tho big- 
gest thing In life. When It gets to tho 
point that you are eating one meal n 
day and that meal at a cost of throe 
cents, then you may speak of sacrifices 
When you are walking- with bleeding- 
tcet, upon the snow and atones, stand- 
ing on prround literally red and muoky 
vlth the blood of your loved ones, then. 
i: you say you are aacr.flclng you will 
bo right. Itut. do no$ think bennuso you 
have a th.Blcfw day and a thatless day, 
that you avo making a sacrifice. You 
nro not; you are simply dolnR your 
luly, allowing yourself with tho forces 


for 


world haa «Ter §c«n. 


"But th« blr thins that, w«'ar« ask- 


ing of you—we'who are bv«r there—4* 
the tiling that you have rot to ..five to 
u? unless you are to be traitors to your 
country. I am speaking to every man. 
woman and child that la here. I am 
usking of you the bluest, the noblest, 
the hardest thing that you can give, 
and that Is your own souls. It Is easy 
for you to arrange dancing parties and 
to take the boys home to dinner, to 
give them a change from their camp 
life; and those things are worth while. 
H is easy for you to do your knitting; 
but it is not easy to keep your soula 
big1 and.strong and clean. Those of us 
that are going over there are going to 
see life in the large. The petty things, 
tbe insignificant things, are all going 
t't vanish. The men over there are go- 
ing through hell for you. The boys 
over, there are going to see their God 
face to face, for you. They are going 
to suffer, willingly, gladly, for you. 
And they are going to develop. Their 
souls are going to become big, their 
minds are going to expand. Anu you 
girls must grow and expand with them, 
because otherwise, when they 
come 


back they will ask of you those big 
things that they are going to want 


"The thing that the boy in 
khaki 
thinks of over there is the clean 
pleasure that he has had with you. It 
is not the meal that you gave him, but 
the wholesome smile that went with 
it. Those men are going through thinga 
that they have never gone through be- 
fore, and you have got to back them 
up. How will you do it? I know of 
only one way, aud that is'the way of 
prayer, opening up your souls to your 
God. The men who go over there 
whether they used to go to church hers 
or not, find the time coming when they 
torn to their God and ask for peace and 
comfort -and hope. And so you of the 
third line have the job that is greater 
than either the first or the second line, 
—the job to keep your spirits clean 
your hearts pure, your souls pure, and 
to grow and grow, so that out of your 
growth may come all of the b'ig things 
which we need over there."
